ASSAILS VERDICT 
IMPRISONING 32 


Chicago Organization Declares 
Dynamiters Were ‘‘Rall- 
roaded by a Fixed Jury.’’ 


ENDS IN STORMY SESSION 


Fitzpatrick Asserts He Believes in 
Violence as He Pleads for 
the Resolutions. 


CALL ALSO MADE ON OTHER BODIES 


In the face of bitter protests by labor lead- 
ers and following a stormy session, the Chi- 
cago Federation of Labor yesterday adopted 
resolutions denouncing the recent Indianap- 
olis verdict which found .thirty-two men 
guilty of the dynamite conspiracy. The res- 
Olutions expressed the belief that the men 
were innocent. 

This is the first official public expression by 
organized labor on the sentence pronounced 
by Federal Judge A. B. Anderson, and is 
made by the largest individual labor organi- 
gation in the country. 

The resolution declares the thirty-two men 
were “‘railroaded to the penitentiary ” by a 
fixed jury and a biased judge on trumped up 
charges. It asserts they were pefsecuted 
and prosecuted by influence backed by the 
Erectors’ association and the federal gov- 
ernment. 


Calls on Other Labor Bodies. 

It callg on the officials of the Chicago fed- 
eration to communicate with all other labor 
bodies and point out the stand taken by the 
local organization. It emphasizes the con- 
tention that Chicago labor men are loyal 
to the convicted men. A call is made on all 
organized labor to give financial and moral 
assistance both to the men in prison and to 
their wives and children. 

The action was taken after Edwin R. 
Wright, president of the Littnois Federation 
of Labor, and several others made.pleas 
a@airist the adoption of the resolutions, de- 
claring that more harm than good would be 
done by this means tc organized labor and 
the prisoners. The speeches of President 
John Fitzpatrick of the Chicago Federation 
of Labor and E. N. Nockels, secretary and 
treasurer, favored the resolutions, which 
were carried amid loud cheers. 

Only one vote was recorded against the 
measure. His “ nay ’' was so low voiced that 
no one was able to identify theowner. Mr. 
Nockels refused to let a reporter look at the 
resolutions. 


Resolutions Are Adopted. 

But the resolutions, as nearly correct as 
could be gathered from the rapid reading by 
the secretary, are as follows: 

Whereas, Thirty-two members of labor 
unions have been sent to a federal peni- 
tentiary by a partial judge and a preju- 
diced and fixed jury. 

Whereas, The Drectors’ association and 
the federal government are working hand 
in hand in an attempt to crush organized 
labor by ratlroading its leaders to prigon. 

Whereas, After persecuting and pros- 
ecuting these innocent men, they have 
succeeded in railroading thirty-two to 
prigon. 

Whereas, The steel trust and other 
truste kill more men than ever were 
killed by organized labor in any of its 
difficulties; therefore, be it 

Resolved, That the Chicago Federa- 
tion of Labor send this communication 
to all its affiliated unions, pointing out 
the facts in the resolutions, and declaring 
their loyalty to their fellow victimes of a 
prejudiced press and clase struggle, dnd 
calling on organized labor to help the im- 
prisoned men and their families both 
morally and financlally until they are 
freed. 

Storm of Protest Arises, 

The resolutions, after adoption, were re- 
ferred to the executive board for further 
action. A long argument preceded the read- 
ing of the resolutions, members of a com- 
mittee of three who were appointed to change 
the wording of the resolutions protesting 
againet them being made public until they 
had been edited. The author of the resolu- 
tions, Samuel Gloverman, an avowed So- 
clalist and a member of the Cigarmakere’ 
union, local No. 15, made a plea in which he 
likened himself to Lincoln and declared that 
even if the spelling and punctuation were not 
all they should be, the “ punch “ was there. 

Not until fellow unionists had argued for 
and against reading the resolutions for near- 
ty an hour did the members learn what it was 
all about. Inquiring shouts of impatient 
men and women finaly brought out the fact 
that they placed the Federation of Labor on 
record as believing in the innocence of the 
dynamiters. Then a wiid demand resulted 
in their being read. 

Immediately a storm of protest against 
their adoption was heard from the cooler 


heads, 
Sees Blow to Labor. 

“This will do incalculable harm and no 
good whatever to either the men in prison 
or to organized labor in general,” shouted 
President Wright of the Illinois Federation 
of Labor. “ Organized labor doesn’ tapprove 


of the tactics of these men, In. spite of all. 


the resolutions you could ever pass condoning 
their acts and expressing your belief in their 
innocence, the rank and file will still refuse 
to believe in violence and the use of dyna- 
mite. 

“The only thing to do is to send these 
resolutions back to the committee, You will 
make a mistake which can never be wiped 
out. It will go down in history against the 
Chicago Federation of Lawor.” 

“ These men are in prison and competent 
lawyers are trying to get them out,” said 
Chartes Wheeler, delegate of the Sheét Meta! 
Workers’ union. “ Don’t put anything in 
the way of these attorneya Voting such a 
resolution would do this.”

SEEN AT KEY WEST 


Admits Identity Before Sail- 
ing, and Says He Is Bound 
‘for Honduras. 


SILENT AS TO TESTIFYING 


Key West, Fla., Jan. 5.—[Special.)—WT- 
liam Rockefeller, who last week accepted 
through his attorney a subpcene ordering 
him to appear before the Pujo investigating 
cormmittee in Washington, and who was ex- 
pected to present himself at least and claim 
fll health as an excuse for not taking the 
witness stand, is on his way to Honduras on 
a yacht, having sailed from here yesterday 
afternoon. 

This time there is no doubt about the aged 
financier’s whereabouts. When he arrived 
here yesterday on a special train which came 
from Jacksonville, he admitted his identity 
and named his destination. 

He was a pretty sick looking man and took 
no visible pleasure in the fact he had out- 
witted all the sleuths of the government 
and had been calmly resting on Jeky! island, 
off the Georgia coast, while they were sur- 
rounding his various homes in the north and 
predicting his “ capture” every hour or so. 


Oil Man Admits Identity. 

News of the special train, which had headed 
south from Jacksonville, reached here yester- 
day morning, and there were many persons 
waiting to meet it when itarrived. Anaged, 
gray haired man, who looked feeble, was 
helped out of one of its parlor cars. 

“Yes, I am Mr. Rockefeller,” he said 
when addressed. When asked where he was 
going, he replied ina faint voice he was not 
on his way to Bermuda or to Cuba, as had 
been reported, but was going to Honduras 
for the sake of his health. 

The mah who helped Mr. Rockefeller from 
the car was a physician, who declined to dis- 
close hie identity. He asked the correspond- 
ents to be brief in their questioning of his 
patient, who, he said, was very i. 


Dodges Issue of Hearing. 
“Are you going to Washington on Jan. 13 
to testify before the Pujo committee, or to 
present the excuse of ill health?” Mr. Rocke- 


feller was asked. 
“tT do not wish to say anything about 


that,” he replied. 

Soon after the Rockefeller party arrived 
here, a yacht which had anchored out in the 
harbor was seen to get in motiom Almost 
at the same time the steamer Halifax, for 
Havana, Cuba, got under way. 

Since small boats had taken parties out 
to each, it was impossible to tell which craft 
the long missing witness had@boarded. But 
the Halifax soon wirelessed back that he 
wasn’t aboard, while the yacht refused to 
reply to message® 

Knows Nothing of Whereabouts. 

New York, Jan. 5.—(Special.]—Dispatches 
from Washington received here tonight quote 
Representative Pujo of the investigating 
committee as being still ignorant of Mr. 
Rockefeller’s whereabouts. 

“Mr. William Rockefeller has been served 
to appear before the committee,” said Mr. 
Pujo, “and he will be treated as any other 
witness, so far as we are concerned, His 
present movements are of no interest to us. 
I know nothing about the truth of the re- 
port that he hes admitted his identity at 
Key West and has started on a yacht for 
Honduras. 

‘all I know is that he is expected to ap- 
pear on Jan. 13 and either go on thé stand ag 
a witness or else present a valid excuse, 
Should he claim on that date that he ts too 
ill to testify or fail to come to Washington 
the committee will decide just what action 
shall be taken.

Escapes from Hospital. 

Mr. Hunt said he had been on a trip through 
the east, having spent some time in New 
York, where he attended the funeral of 
Whitelaw Reid, whose death created a va- 
cancy in the post of ambassador to Great 
Britain. 

He arrived in Washington last night and 
registered at the New Willard hotel. In the 
hotel lobby he met Mr. Taylor, an old friend 
from Chicago, and during the conversation 
Mr. Hunt was overcome with dizziness. A 
physician was called and he was taken to 
Garfield hospital, from which he escaped this 
morning. 

The police were notified to be on the look- 
out for him, his friends fearing that he was 
temporarily demented. 


Arrested at White House. 

The White House police had received this 
notice only a few minutes before Hunt ap- 
peared. He produced his card ahd declared 
that he had received an invitation through a 
spirit message from the president to call this 
evening to be tendered the appointment of 
ambassador to London.

Policeman Sticken and Witness 
of Shooting Point Out 
Arrested Pair. 


ARSENAL IN THEER FLAT 


Early Morning Prisoner Jerks Away 
and Flees Detective in Hail 
of Bullets. 


DRAGNET CATCHES OTHERS ARMED 


After sixteen robberies by automobile ban- 
dits, several] in the heart of the city, two men 
under arrest finally were identified yester- 
day as half of the gang which committed 
robbery No. 16. The identification was made 
by Patrolman Sticken, whom they made a 
fair start toward killing in their escape Fri- / 
day night, and a spectator. 

A man believed to be a third member of the 


gang was picked up, but escaped from the . 


detectives by the simple method of ducking 
under the arms of his captor, running down 
the street, and scaling a high fence. 


- Police Are Jubilant. 

Assistant Chief Schuettler and Capt. Hal- 
pin were jubilant as they announced the 
results of thelr work. They declared it cer- 
tain at least one automobile gang which has 
committed robberies is broken up. 

Whether or not only one gang has been at 
work is expected to be shown by develop- 
ments of the next few days. 

The prisoners say they are Albert Charest 


and James Mitchell of Detroit. The man. 


who escaped is Hubert Cattlith, alias Jack 
Morton. Bulletins were flashed over the 
eity after his escape, describing him ag 5 
feet 7 inches in height, 24 yearsold, weighing 
140 pounds, and marked by a gold filled tooth 
on the right side of the upper jaw. He is 
dark, with brown hair, and wore brown 
clothes and tan shoes. 

It is said Charest broke down and made a 
partial confession at the close of a three 
hours’ Questioning by Capt. Halpin. The 
-prisoner Was sent back to his Cell, and the 
captain refused to tell what information had 
been obtained. 


Picked Sleuths Search City. 

The capture of the auto bandit suspects 
followed a search of the city for “ Trilby” 
Thompson, a former convict who held up 
Detective Garry and several others in Mar- 
tini’s saloon, Ogden avenue and Robey 
street, a few days ago. Capt. Halpin or- 
dered seven detectives—the pick of his equad 
of 130-+to bring in “Trilby” on Saturday 
night. 

The detectives were sauntering along Jack- 
son boulevard near Aberdeen street about 2 
o'clock yesterday morning. Two suspicious 
looking men approached them. The deteé- 
tives stopped them. 

Revolvers were placed against the heads 
of the men, and they were searched. Hach 
had a loaded revolver in his band in his 
overcoat pocket. Two loaded clubs, used for 
sandbagging, were found in their pockets 
along with a bunch of skeleton keys, two

black mask. More than 200 revolver cart- 
ridges also were found in their pockets, — 


Find Revolvers in Rooms. 


The men hesitated for some time before -_ 


they told who they were. Finally they said 
they were rooming at 1146 West Jackson 
boulevard. A search of the rooms was made 
and more revolvers, keys, cartridges, and 
auto bandits’ supplies were found, 

Persone at 1146 West Jackson boulevard 
said the men often had gone toa place at 1057

Three of the men taken to Sticken’s home 
for identification were arrested by the “ fly- 
ing squadron” of detectives shortly before 
the esrly morning captures.

Col. Lewis Urged Legislatures 
Be Treated as Nonpartisan. 


REWARD FOR THEIR AID. 


Wants This Done for Giving Senators 
Whe Would Back Policies. 


Col. J. Hamilton Lewis was reported by 
the Associated Press from Washington on 
Mondey as suggesting to the president elect 
that “ patriotic men who would: give him the 
support of two senators should be regarded 
as worthy of proper reward and recognition 
in the distribution of minority patronage.” 

Col,’ Lewis yesterday wrote to Tus TRIB- 
UNE @ letter expounding his position on the 
Matter. 


Colonel Explains Stand. 

In part he said: 

“ First, bet ‘t be understood I sald what was 
published, in so far as the plan was stated, 
the difference being that I did not assume to 
tell the president he should adopt such @ 
policy, but after my conference with the pres- 
ident, out. in the anteroom, fn the presence 
of the waiting senators, newspaper men, and 
others, sald that which I now wish to publio- 
by efficm: 

“ That if I were president I would treat the 
Illinois legislature and other legislatures sim- 
llarly situated as nonpartisan bodies; that 
I would announce to the public the need of 
the senators to carry out the policy which the 
people had instructed me to pursue; thet 
the legislators who enabled me to carry 
that policy by their vote, in giving me 
senators, would be rewarded by being given 
position: consistent with their merits, that 


would enable them to participate in the ex- 


ecution of the policy of the people and earn 
the rewards which would come for such faéth- 
ful service o the honors and appreciation 
visited on them by their constituents.” ' 


Cites Some Precedents. 

Col. Lewis then outlined historical prece- 
dente as justification for his attitude, de- 
claring that if he finds the public “ adjures 
these yiews " he will, as a representative of 
the people, correct his viewpoint. 

He pointed to the position.of James Buchan- 
an after election when he needed senators 
to support his policy. He showed how legis- 
lators voting for Douglas were openly re- 
warded. 

He called attention to the placing of Dem- 
ocrats in his cabinet by Lincoln and how 
Judge Douglas, Lincoln's previous opponent; 
secured for him the support of Illinois legis- 
lators who heretofore had been Democrats. 

In 1892, when Cleveland was a candidate 
for the presidency, Mr. Lewis pointed out,! 
his supporters aided the Populists in return 
for the electoral vote to Cleveland. 


Points to Roosevelt. 

Mr. Lewis then pointed to Col. Roosevelt's 
policy regarding the Panama canal and how 
arrangements were made with the legisle- 
ture of Kentucky, which resulted in the 
election of a Republican senator who sup- 
ported the colonel’s canal policy. 

President Taft also authorized hie repre- 
sentatives im Tennessee to make such ar- 
rangemente with the legislature, composed 
of three parties, that he received openly and 
honorably a Republican senator to support 
his corporation tax law and. the amendments 
to the interstate commerce bill, Col. Lewis 
declared. 


STROKE KILLS DR. LEWIS SWIFT. 


Famous Astronomer Passes Away at 
Marathon, N. Y.—Honors 
Heaped Upon Him. 


Binghamton, N. Y., Jam. &—Dr. Lewis 
Swift, one of America’s great astronomers. 
died early today at his home in Marathon. 
from a stroke of paralysis sustained New 
Year's day. The funeral will be held Tues- 
day. 

Dr. Swtft was a fellow of the Royal Astro- 
nomical ‘society of England, and also of 
Canada, received three gold medals from the 
Austrian Academy of Sciences at Vienna for 
discoveries, the greatest number ever given 
to any one man, and also received the La 
Lande silver medal and 540 francs from 
France for the most rapid discovery of comets 
ever made. 

He was the acknowledged discoverer of 
more than 1,300 nebule or “ litth woflds,”’ 
and fifteen comets. 


WILLIAM J. M’KENNA DEAD. 


Former Alderman of Fifth Ward Suc- 
cumbs to Tuberculosis at San 
Antonio, 


William J. McKenna, former alderman of 
the Fifth ward and well known in Repub- 
lican political circles, died at the St. Anthony 
hotel in San Amtonio, Tex., yesterday of 
tuberculosis, which resulted from a street car 
accident in Chicago nine months ago. 

Mr. McKenna was a brother of John J. Mc- 
Kenna, who ig a former member of the board 
of equalization, and had been a deputy clerk 
of the Circuit court for over fourteen years. 
His térm as alterman of the Fifth ward ex- 
pired two years ago.

Sullivan Democrats Plan to 
Cut Off Power of Secre- 
tary of State. 


WILL CREATE BUREAUS. 


Three Bills to Be Introduced in 


Legislature at Earliest 
Time. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 
Springfield, It., Jan. 5.—[Special.}]—Demo- 
cratic members elect of the state legislature 


plan to take away from Harry Woods, the in-\ 


coming Democratic secretary of state, all 
power in the distribution of state patronage. 
Three bills with this end in view are ready 
for introduction at the earliest moment of 
the new session and are now possessed by 
Democrats. 

The cause for this action is the opposition of 
Mr. Woods to Roger C. Sullivan and the regu- 
lar state organization and his announced 
policy that no jobs will go to the Sullivanites, 

The first of the three bills creates the office 
of superintendent of public buildings and 
grounds, the second establishes the office of 
state whee] tax commissioner and a scale of 
fees, and the third bill will create a state 
bureau of corporations. 


Change in Primary Law. 

In addition it is planned to amend the 
primary election law so as to stipulate in 
detail just how primary petitions shall be 
filed, which would elthe?r remove the petitions 
from the jurisdiction of the secretary of state 
through the creation of a state election com- 
mission modeled after the Chicago commis- 
sion, or beave the secretary of state a mere 
clerical figurehead in handling the petitions. 

Some of the legislators here say Mr. Woods 
has seen the prospect looming up and has at- 
tempted to engineer an orga@hization of the 
houge all of his own, aimed directly at John 
J. McLaughlin and the Sullivan forces, and 
that many of the jobs already have been 
promised if the Woods plans mature. 

This development is hailed by many of the 
Progressive members as an opportunity to 
initiate general reforms in the manage- 
ment of the office of the secretary of state 
necessitated by the time worn methods which 
have given to the office the most impressive 
Mist of patronage in the state, excepting only 
the appointments of the governor. 


Aid from Reform Element. 

It is probable, therefore, that the anti- 
Woods Democrats will get enough support 
from the reform element to get favorable 
action on their bills, if they press them 
urgently. 

To the superintendent of buildings and 
grounds it is pianned to turn over all the 
janitors, superintendents of ventilation, and 
workmen about the capitol generally, who 
are under the command of Capt. R. J.. Beck. 
under appointment of the secretary of state. 
The state wheel tax commissioner is expect- 
ed to take over the automobile tax revenue 
and the corporation commissioner would 
take charge of the machinery of the cor- 
porations department, which forme the main 
feature of the secretary's office.

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| SENATE OPPOSED 


Poll Shows Congress Also Will 
Refuse to Repeal Pana- 
ma Canal Act. 


IGNORE STAND OF TAPY. 


Knox Soon Will Make Reply to 
Objections Raised by Great 
Britain. 


BY JOHN CALLAN O’LAUGHLIN. 

‘Washington, D. C., Jan. §.—[Special.)— 
Arbitration of the Panama canal questions, 
proposed by Great Britain and favored by 
President Taft, will not be assented to by the 
senate. Congress will not repeal the Panama 
canal act. 

This ie the legisiative situation of the Pane- 
ma dispute so far as thie congress is con- 
cerned. What President Wilson may be 
able to do, in case he should adopt the same 
policy as President Taft, remains to be seen. 

The diplomatic situation in connection with 
this mtter is unsatisfactory to the British. 
It developed today that President Taft made 
the public announcement of his decision to 
comply with the British demand to arbitrate 
when he had failed to communicate that de- 
cision in advance to the British government. 

It is customary in diplomatic negotiations 
for the executive of a power to advise the 
other dsputant what it proposes to do before 
pubMshing the fact. 


Knox to Prepare Answer. 

In view of the president's announcement, 
Secretary Knox will prepare a forma! answer 
to the British note of protest filed on Dec. 9 
last He will set forth the view that the 
protest is not well founded and will pre- 
sent the facts sustaining the American po- 
sition that it is justified under the Hay- 
Pauncefote treaty in exempting ite coast- 
wigze shipping from canal charges and in 
excluding from the use of the canal trust 
owned and railroad owned ships, whether 
under the American or a foreign flag. 

It was learned tonight that the presigent 
does not Intend to have the canal questions 
passed upon by the permanent court of arbi- 
tration of the Hague, as required by the pro- 
visions of the general arbitration treaty of 
1908, Secretary Knox will propose to the 
British government the creation of a special 
tribunal, to be made up equally of citizens of 
the United States and Great Britain. 

It would be impossible to select jurists from 
the Hague court representing countries not 
opposed to the interests of the United States. 
The nearest approach to an impartial! tribu- 
nal, in the view of the president, would be 
for the United States and Great Britain to 
appoint an equal number of nationals as 
agents. With the representation evenly divid- 
ed, one side would have to convince a part 
of the other in order to obtain a decision. 


Hopes to Quiet Opposition. 

Tt is the hope of the president that this 
plan will break down many of the objections 
hitherto offered to the arbitration of the 
canal dispute. Such a tribunal would have 
to be created by an agreement negotiated by 
the two governments and submitted to the 
senate for ratification. A poll of the senate 
made on the proposition to have the ques- 
tions settled by the Hague trifunal shows 
thirteen senatora in its favor, thirty opposed, 
and eighteen noncommittal. 

Accoording to the genators who could be 
reached when the president's plan became 
known, their opposition is fundamental and 
is now directed at the form proposed for the 
arvditration. Oonsequently, it ts not likely 
Mr. Taft's plan will be approved. 

The senate is extremely jealous of its part 
in the treaty making power and holds that 
an agreement, being to all intents and pur- 
poses a treaty, requires ratification by a two- 
thirds vote. Therefore, if the senators op- 
posed to arbitration by the Hague court ex- 
tend their opposition to a special tribunal, 
only two senators In the noncommitta! class, 
or not polled, will be required to make com- 
pliance with the British demand impossible.

Question of Legal Nature. 

Under the treaty of 1908, it is stipulated 
that “differences which may arise of a 
legal nature or relating to the interpreta- 
tion of treaties existing between the two 
contracting parties and which it may not 
have been possible to settle by diplomacy, 
shall be referred to the permanent court of 
arbitration established at the Hague.”’ 

The question between the United States 
and Great Britain in respect to the Panama 
canal are legal and conventional. They 
fall within the scope of the treaty, though 
it may be contended that as the interests 
affected are “‘ vital” they are outside of ad- 
judication by arbitration. 

It is contended by some senators that the 
Matter of canal tolls are purely domestic 
in their nature and vital because they con- 
cern the control of the waterway which has 
been built by American money. The treaty 
of 1908 will expire on June 4next. In some 
quarters it is suggested that the treaty be 
abrogated, which is not at all likely, of that 
no action with respect to the British protest 
be taken until the treaty terminates, which 
is entirely probable. In the latter event Kis 
claimed this government would not be bound 
to act under the treaty. It is such a small 
way of evading the international obligations 
of the United States that it will hardly be 
approved by the American people. 


LONDON PRAISES TAFT ACTION. 

LONDON, Jan. 6. 8 a. m—The London 
morning papers are heartily pleased with 
President Taft's declaration of his intention 
to submit the Panama canal contfoversy with 
Great Britain to arbitration if diplomatic ne- 
gotiations should fail. The Daily Mail says: 

“Any other than the honorabie course which 
President Taft has taken would have been 
almost unthinkable on the part of ~a states- 
mat who has devoted such efforts to further- 
ing the cause of International peace through- 
out the world. If the senate follows President 
Taft's lead the Paname question is as good 
as setttled.”’ 

The Dally News describes the declaration as 
a@ most welcome “ New Year's message to 
Great Britain and the world.” 


Tribunal Hard to Arrange. 

The Telegraph regards Mr. Taft's speech 
as altogether worthy of a statesman and 
a friend of peace throughout the world, but 
fails to see how any special tribunal could 
be established which would not be open to 
the same objection as the Hague court. It 
remarks, in common with other papers, that 
there could be no better preparation for the 
celebration of the centenary of peace, and 
earnestly hopes.for the speedy reference of 
the question to an independent tribunal. 

The Standard considers that although 
President Taft may not have time to carry 
out any arrangement, there is no need to 
doubt that a satisfactory solution will be 
arrived at, and takes occasion to pay a trib- 
ute to the highly honorable part played by 
the greater portion of the American press 
in the Panama controversy.

He tells of his examin- 
ation and declares he does not believe he is 
obliged to answer questions put to him re 
garding the affairs of the French cable com- 
pany and the electric light company, both of 
Venesuela, or whether any foreigners’ prop- 
erty was confiscated at any time in Venez- 
uela.

Has Ample Funds. 

“Questions relating to my persona) affairs,” 
the affidavit says, “ I answered fully, explain- 
ing theéI intended to visit the United States

Prof. Vagliorl Says Uncovering of Vi- 
cinity Where Statue of Venus Was

ROME, Jan. 5—Prof. Vagliori says it will 
require over fifty years to complete the ex- 
cavation of Ostia, eighteen miles from this 
city, where the statue of Venus and other 
great finds were discovered. The professor 
says the researchers must first attend to the 
preservation of the unearthed remaine before 
going further into the excavation of the un- 
explored portion of the lost city. 

He says he first proposes to discover thé 


original streets of the town and then he will : 


undertake the excavation of the different 
sections of the city, after he has acquired

bathe, which were only partially unearthed, 
have been almost completely destroyed by 
lime burners since they discovered traces of 
an extensive lime kiln which they are now 
exploring.

Provides for Comsnbanions. ' 

Senator Ettelson’s bill provides for one 
commission to be appointed by the gavernor 
to have charge of al) the utilities outalide ef 
Chicago, and @ second commission to be ap- 
pointed by the mayor to have excjusive juris- 
diction over Chicago conporationa 

During the public hearings here severel 
weeks ago the single commisston idea met 
with strong opposition from the city adminis- 
tration, as well as from practically every: 
public service corporation represented in the 
discussions. 


Mayor Harrison Interested. 

Mayor Herrison went before the commis 
sion and protested that Chicago was able to 
care for its own public service corporations, 
and argued against the commission form of 
regulation, stating that the proposttion of 

“home rule” was foremost with Chicago- 
ana, and that they would oppose-emy legisia- 
tion seeking to cuntell the powers of local 
officials. 


Legislation that will allow.a convict’s fam- 
ily, deprived of his‘support, « share of his 
prison earnings was urged yesterday by Miss 
Jane Addams.

“ The prison contract,”’ she sald, “ is a eur- 
vival of the darkest era of slavery. Men are 
exploited at a pittance for the benefit of a 
few. How about their helpless wives and 
children, forced.to get down on their knees 
and sorub to eke out a meager existence? It 
is wrong—all wrong. 

“There is but one solution. It is the es- 
tablishing: of an interstate transfer system, 
keeping prison commodities out of the mar- 
ket and inaugurating instead a genera! in- 
terchange of prison manufactured goods be- 
tween the states, allowing the prisoner's 
family a certain Sum above his maintenance. 


Useless Trades Taught. 

* The trades learned in prisons co not bene- 
fit the convicts. They cannot work at them 
when they are released. Shirt making, broom 
making, etc., are purely prison institutions, 
and are generally understood aesuch. What, 
then, is the réfeased man to do? Go back 
to his old way of living and be returned to 
prison again, in order that some contractor 
may benefit from his labor.

The claim of the child to better provision 
for vocational or trade education makes iteelf 
felt by the social worker in several ways. 
In the Gret place, settlement residents, rep- 
resentatives of the United Charities, agents 
of the Juvenile court, who administer the 
funds to parents act, in fact, ail who are 
in touch with the homes of the poor, have 
many acquaintances among the children who 
must under our present order take up the 
burden of pecuniary contribution to the fam- 
ily income at the earliest poesible moment.

“tles of wage earning, but so long as the com- 
munity faile to devise a plan by which the 
child may be given a longer: childhood, and 
60 long as the child is allowed to. enter the 
labor market, & is only fair that some prep- 
aration for that wage paid work should be 
given, and given by the school, to which the 
child is entrusted during his guarded years. 

Nothing more unfair can be imagined than 
the situation which repeats iteelf day after 
day in our modern city Mfe in which the 
“child starts out on his fourteenth birthday to 
hunt a job without any equipment whatso- 
ever except perhaps an eager spirit and « 
burdened heart. All the child has goes into 
the venture. 

Out of it comes the meager $2.50 to $4 a 
week which is left after carfare and lunch 
money are subtracted from the amount ob- 
tained in their pay envelope, which is usually 
turned in unopemed and used for genera] 
family purposes. 

These children, and there are thousards of 
them in Chicago, find only the most unedu- 
cative and demoralizing employments open 
to them. They find it easy to flit from job 
to job, and easy to succumb to the temp- 
tations of the street or the work place, while 
they are daily made more casual! inetead of 
more industrial and march steadily toward 
the headquarters of the unemployed. 


Great Need of Safeguard. 

For al) of these children the opportunity 
for vocational training which will hold their 
interest, postpone the day on which they 
enter the labor market, send them out with 
sumething to offer and with some notion of 
the demands of the world they enter, is an ab- 
solute essential if we would safeguard them 
from delinquency and demoralizing idleness

Question of the Future. 

This fear of the risk run is the fear of the 
timid who forget that no substantial gain | 
-@an be made without some risk, thet the two 
always go together. In attempting to avoid 
all riek they would give up advantages which 
while not appreciated now, will, should they 
gucceed in disposing of the Philippines, be 
as much, regretted by our grandchildren as 
we would t the failure to purchase 
Louisiana or acquire the Pacific coast, had 
the timid ones of those days had their way. 

As regards the length of time necessary to 
reach thém, the Philippines are nearer the 
United States than a large part of Louisiana

customs, speak different dialects and have 
Mttle or no liking one for the other. 

The Christian tribes despise and mahreat 
mm every way the weaker savage tribes, but 
have a wholesome fear of the warlike ones. 

Due to the utter impossibility of obtaining 
anything approaching justice for savages 
when under Filipino officials it has been 
found necessary to take al! of the parts of the 
felermdis containing savages entirely out of, 
the provinces under Filipino control. More 
than once Filipino pfreévincial ofmecials have 
proposed killing off the savages as a better 
sdiution of the problem than wasting time 
or money on them. 

No Real Filipino Race. 

From this, it is seen that, considering al) 
the inhabitants of the Philippine islands, 
there is no such thing as a Filipino race, a 
Filipino language, or any of the other agents 
which make for the homogeneity necessary 
to develop a feeling of nationality. In other 
words. there is no such thing as Filipino na- 
tionality. 

To add te the confusion, besides the ill 
will and difference of dialect which tend to

Mr. Hamlin’s Recital. 


George Hamlin, who abandoned the concert 
stage temporarily a while ago to become one 
of the tenors of the Chicago Grand Opera com- 
pany, strayed back to concert yesterday after- 
noon at the Studebaker. It must be mentioned 
that in his recently developed fleld of endeavor 
he has contracted a few habits of the operatic 
stage that he might have avoided, particularly 
a disregard for the precise enunciation which 
@istinguished his singing of & year ago, and

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New York, Jan. 5.—In the rush of more 
than 1.000 men and women in an attempt 
to enter the Hippodrome today to attend a 
massmecting of the International Ledies 
Garment Workers, several women were 
thrown from their feet and slightly tnjured. 

About 6,000 persons were™in the hall when 
the doors Were ordered closed. When a re- 
port reached the street that there were 1,000 
Vacant seats, the rush at the entrances fol- 
lowed, and for a time the police were pow- 
erlegs. 

Speakers at, the meeting deciared in favor 
of women joining the tailors’ strike, which 
has involved, according to the strike leaders, 
more than 100,000 workers. A strike vote 
will be taken early this week. 

Among the spectators were Mrs. O. H. P. 
Belmont,-Miscs Inez Milhbolland, and Mrs. J. 
E. Miliholiland, suffragist leaders, who heard 
a statement of Jacob Panken, one of the 
speakers, that “the strike of the ladies’ 
waist and dressmakers’ union to the tune of 
40,000 would advance the cause of woman's 
suffrage more than all the begging from poll- 
ticjans.”’
